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INTRODUCTION 

Taking  advantage  of  the  pulling  power  of  the  Berlin  Industrial 
Trade  Fair  which  brought  thousands  of  East  German  residents  into  West  Berlin, 
the  Research  Staff  conducted  a  survey  among  a  sample  of  such  visitors  to 
the  Fa  ir  Grounds . 

Instead  of  the  usual  probability  sample,  a  quota  sample  was  utilized 
since  it  was  the  oioly  type  possible  under  existing  conditions.  Two  major 
controls  (sex  and  geographical  distribution)  were  exercised  in  order  to 
achieve  the  proper  proportions  in  the  sample.  The  reader  should  remember, 
however,  that  the  sample  had  to  face  two  considerable  shortcomings  (a)  the 
absence  of  sufficient  up-to-date  statistics  concerning  population  characteris- 
tics and  (b)  the  'oxati   whigh  can  he  assumed- .;to  exist-  ih  •:.thp.Se-"East  Zone 

Germans  who  came  to  the  West  and  allowed  themselves  to  be  interviewed.  With 
respect  to  the  latter  point,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  refusal  rate 
(lU^)  is  no  higher  than  the  normal  mortality  rate  when  interviewing  is 
conducted  in  West  Germany.  • 

Whatever  shortcomings  may  be  involved  in  the  use  of  this  ample 
of  500  East  Gentian  aiultc,  I8  years  of  age  or  older,  trend  canparisons  nay 
be  consiiered  rather  valid  since  the  occasion  and  the  procedure  rere  ex.Hctly 
the  sane  this  year  as  last  year. 

The  purpose  of  the  study  was  to  ascertain  East  Zona  attitudes  on 
four  subjects: 

1.  General  conditions  in  the  East  Zone 

2.  Reunification 

3.  Conscription  in  the  Federal  Republic 
h.  Confidence  in  Chancellor  Adenauer 

Interviewing  was  conducted  during  the  entire  duration  of  the  Fair,  namely 

from  September  16  through  30,  1956,  and  was  performed  by  DIVO  Gessellschaft 

fuer  Markt-  und  Meinungsforschung  m.b.H.,  Famkfurt/Main,  a  German  survey 

organization  working  under  contract  with  the  Research  Staff „ 
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SUMMARY 

While  a  iTiajority  of  the  East  Zone  respondents  said  that  conditions 
have  not  improved  recently,  almost  half  said  that  they  had.  Those  seeing 
an  improvement  mainly  cited  living  conditions  -  improved  food  sltiiation, 
and  better  supply  of  consumer  goods.  Regardless  of  what  has  happened,  large 
majorities  do  not  believe  DDR  promises  of  future  improvements,  nor  do  they 
believe  that  the  de-Stalinization  line  will  make  the  system  more  palatable. 

On  questions  concerning  reunification,  the  East  Germans  register 
a  more  Western  point  of  view  than  the  West  Germans.  They  are  more  likely 
to  blame  the  East  for  Germany's  division;  they  are  more  likely  to  feel  a 
reunified  Gerniany  should  be  on  the  side  of  the  West;  and  they  are  likely  to 
accept  restrictions  on  the  democratic  quality  of  a  reunfied  Germany. 

The  fact  of  West  German  conscription  is  well  known  in  the  East 
Zone,  And  although  one  out  of  four  sees  it  as  a  possible  danger  for 
reunification,  a  majority  approves  of  its  introduction  in  the  Federal 
Republic . 

Chancellor  Adenauer's  prestige  among  the  East  Germans   is  even 
higher  than  it  is   in  the  Federal  Republic.     East  Gentians  also  tend  to  be 
considerably  more  satisfied  than  West  Germans  with  the  way  he  is  dealing 
with  the  problem  of  German  reunification.

MAJORITY  SAY  CONDITIONS  IN  EAST  GERMANY  HAVE  NOT  IMPROVED  RECENTLY. . . . 

While  a  majority  of  East  Zone  residents  are  of  the  opinion  that 
conditions  in  general  have  not  improved  recently  (53^) >  a  sizeable  minority  ( 
(hTfo)   feel  that  some  improvement  has  taken  place.  Most  of  those  who  feel  that 
there  has  bfien  some  improvement  mention  either  the  food  situation  or  an 
improved  supply  of  consumer  goods .  ■     .    .-.

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FOOD  SITUATION  CONSIDERED  LEAST  IMPROVED  OF  THREE  LEADING  AREAS.... 

Not  knoirin^  in  advance  uhat  would  turn  up  among  the  illustrations 
of  improved  conditions  cited  in  response  to  the  open-end  query  of  the 
preceding  question,  a  separate  question  had  been  prepared  for  all  respondents. 
This  second  query  of  particular  interest  to  those  studying  East  German 
developments,  focused  attention  on  the  three  areas  vitb  which  Communist 
propaganda  has  been  most  concerned  recently  -  the  food  situation,  le^al  condi- 
tions, and  the  responsiblity  of  local  authorities. 

Roughly  one  third  of  all  respondents  agreed  that  improvements  had 
occurred  in  each  of  the  questioned  areas.  Perliaps  of  more  significance, 
however,  is  the  finding  that  almost  two  out  of  three  (63^)  say  there  ha.s  been 
nc  improvement  in  the  food  situation,  while  around  one  half  say  there  has 
been  no  improvement  in  legal  conditions  (57^) j  or  in  the  responsibilities 
granted  local  authorities  (^7^) . 

The  factor  accounting  for  the  difference  bet'.;een  the  Gyp   replying 
negatively  about  food  conditions  and  the  51^  and  U7/o  making  the  same  reply 
concerning  the  other  two  areas  seems  to  be  that  of  "far.iiliarity" .  That  is, 
everyone  knows  from  first-hand  experience  whether  food  conditions  have  im- 
proved or  not  (note  that  only  1^  have  "no  opinion"),  v.^hen  it  came  to  legal 
conditions  or  authority  of  local  officials,  the  percentage  with  "no  opinion" 
went  up  to  17^  a.nd  15;^ » 

FOOD  SITUATION  HOST  IMPORTANT  DETERIvIINANT  IN  ASSESSING  THE  GENERAL  SITUATION. . 

The  importance  of  the  food  situation  in  the  thinking  of  the  people 
from  the  East  Zone,  already  indicated  in  the  previous  section,  is  further 
underscored  as  a  result  of  the  following  cross -tabulation. 

The  ansT.'crs  of  those  people  who  thought  that  the  food  situation 
had  or  had  not  improved  ^rere  compared  with  their  ansvrers  concerning  the 
general  situ£Ltlon  in  East  GeiTiiany.   Similar  cross -tabulations  vrere  roade 
concerning  legal  conditions,  and  the  responsibilities  of  local  authorities 
and  answers  about  the  general  situation.  The  resulting  tables  make  it  quite 
clear  that  if  people  think  that  the  food  situation  has  improved,  they  are 
much  more  likely  to  feel  that  things  in  general  have  improved.  Uhereas,  if 
they  feel  that  the  food  situation  has  not  improved,  they  will  be  more  likely 
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to  say  than  nothing  hae  improved.  For  example ^  8k'^o   of  those  \;ho  said  that  the 
food  area  had  improved  also  had  replied  that  the  [general  situation  i/as  better, 
vhereas  ,  if  they  liad  replied  that  the  foot,  situation  had  not  improved,  then 
ylf^j  also  answered  that  general  conditions  were  not  better.

Naturally,  vhile  there  ^ro.s  some  tendency  for  those  T/ho  felt  tliat 
legal  conditions   or  the  responsibility  granted  local  authorities  liad  iiiiproved 
to  also  feel  that  [general  conditions  had  improved,   this  relationship  vas  not 
as   great  as  that  between  the  food   sitiiation  and  general  conditions. 
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MAJORITIES  DO  NOT  BELIEVE  DDR  PR^IISES  OF  IMPROVSffiNTS  IN  THE  NEAR  FUTURE.... 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  roughly  one  third  (on  a  direct  question) 
felt  that  there  had  been  some  improvement  lately  in  the  areas  of  food,  legal 
conditions,  or  authority  of  local  officials,  majorities  of  the  East  Gerp.ians 
appear  to  have  little  hope  that  conditions  will  improve  in  the  ne::t  six  aonthe 
as  the  governiiient  of  the  DDR  has  promised.  This  lack  of  confidence  is 
especially  noteworthy  conderning  the  food  situation,  \7j)ile  somewhat  smaller 
ina.jorities  answered  that  they  did  net  expect  to  see  improvements  as  regards 
legBd  c<xiditions  or  the  reeponsibilities  of  local  officials.

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EAST  GERMANS  EVEN  MORE  CERTAIN  THAN  WEST  GERMANS  THAT  DE-STALINIZATION  HAS 
NOT  RID  SOVIET  SYSl-EM  OF  INHUMANITIES.  REJECT  CULTURAL  EXCHANGE.... 

When  in  May  1956  a  cross -section  of  the  West  German  population  xee 
asked  if  the  destruction  of  the  Stalin  myth  shoved  that  the  Soviets  were 
ridding  their  political  system  of'the  inhumanities  which  had  become  the  rule 
under  Stalin^  only  about  a  third  (36^)  thought  that  this  was  not  so. 
A  similar  sized  group  (37^)  <iicL  not  know  what  to  think. 

Among  the  East  Germans,  however,  while  three  out  of  ten  (as  in 
West  Germany)  agreed  with  the  view,  a  majority  (55^)  answered  that  thf  state- 
ment was  not  correct.  '  ■'; 

One  should  note  the  greater  tendency  of  the  West  Germans  to  accept 
the  Russian  explanation  of  the  purpose  of  their  cultural  exchange  program, 
than  is  the  case  among  East  Germans.  A  plurality  of  the  West  Germans  (^0^) 
accept,  as  against  a  majority  (551^)  of  the  East  Germans  who  reject  the 
innocent  explanation  that  the  sole  aim  of  the  Russian  cultural  exchange 
is  to  impart  to  other  nations  a  better  understanding  of  Russian  culture.

There  appears  to  be  a  slightly  greater  tendency  among  the  East 
Germans  than  anoug  the  West  Germans  to  put  the  blame  for  a  divided  Germany 
en  the  East.

DECREASED  MAJORITY  NOW  CONSIDERS  REUNIFICATION  MORE  LIKELY  THROUGH  NEGOTIATIONS 
BETWEEN  vraSTERN  POvnERS  AND  RUSSIA 

In  1955  ever  three  fourths  of  the  East  Zone  respondents  (78^)  felt 

that  reunification  uould  be  achieved  through  negotiations  between  the  Western 

powers  and  Russia  rather  than  through  negotiations  between  the  West  German 

covernment  and  the  DDR.  This  year  only  tv;o  "6^irds  (67^)  were  of  this  opinion, 

while  the  percentage  agreeing  that  it  was  more  likely  to  occur  as  a  result  of 

direct  East  West  German  negotiations  went  up  from  iSjd  to  23^.

MOST  RESPONDENTS  FEEL  REmiTFICATION  NOT  AROUND  THE  CORNER 

Opinion  seems  to  be  well  divided  concerning  the  amount  oi   ti^ne  it 
will  take  to  achieve  reunification.  While  loi-s;  ttitni   one  fourth  of  the 
respondents  (22fci)  were  optimistic  enough  to  thinl:  it  would  be  achieved  \jithin 
the  next  two  years/  just  over  a  fourth  (26^)  put  it  off  until  sometjjne  in  the 
next  three  to  five  years . 
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It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  most  frequent  reply  put  off 

reunification  "even  longer"  than  10  years. (32^).  When  this  extreme  group  of 

"pessimists"  is  added  to  those  who  felt  reunification  would  occur  within  five 

to  ten  years  (ll?&);,  the  resulting  total  is  almost  as  large  as  the  total  feeling

EVEN  GREATER  DESIRE  FOR  A  REUNITED  GERMANY  TO  BE  ON  THE  SIDE  OF  THE  WEST 

The  last  time  the  West  German  population  was  asked  whether  West 
Germany  should  be  on  the  side  of  the  East  or  the  West  (May  1956),  o  siuple 
majority  chose  the  West  (5^^^.  However,  when  the  East  Germans  were  asked 
vfhere  a  reunited  Germany  should  stand,  even  after  years  of  communist 
propaganda,  the  overv/helniing  reply  was  "the  West"  (6U^)  .  Thus,  they  have  made 
clear  a  conclusion  hinted  at  by  replies  to  many  other  questions  -  namely,  the 
East  Zone  Gormnns  are  even  more  pro-West  than  West  Germans. 

Conmion  to  both  West  and  East  Germans  is  a  core  of  thre  .  t'c   of  ten

Ae  noted  above,  there  seems  to  be  a  large  core  of  people  with 
neutralist  tendencies  in  West  Germany  (^5^)  as  well  ae  in  East  Germany  (3^+^).

IV.  Adenauer's  Standing  among  East  Germane 

ADENAUER  EVEN  MORE  HIGHLY  HEGARDED  fHAN  IN  THE  WEST...,. 

Although  Der.  Adenauer  enjoys  high  prestige  with  residents  of  the 
Federal  Republic,  his  pcrpularity  with  resldeptfl  of  the  East  Zone  is  even 
higher.  A  majority  of  the  East  Zoners  {5^)   as  against  a  plurality  of  the 
West  Germans  (^3^)  rated  Dr.  Adenauer  highly.  Another  way  of  putting  the 
results  in  order  to  point  up  the  difference  wovild  be  to  say  that  according 
to  survey  resxilts,  nine  times  as  many  residents  of  the  East  Zone  assigned 
Dr.  Adenauer  "high"  or  "very  high"  prestige  as  rated  him  "low"  or  "very  low". 
In  West  Germany,  however,  the  ratio  was  alightly  under  five  to  one.

ADENAUER  POLICIES  ALSO  BASIS  FOR  PRESTIGE  AMONG  EAST  GERMANS.... 

Those  who  gave  Dr.  Adenauer  "high"  or  "veiy  high"  prestige  are 
mainly  concerned  with  his  policies  rather  than  his  personal  qualities  (56^ 
as  against  39^) ,  The  leading  individual  reasons  mentioned  for  according 
Adenauer  high  prestige  are  (in  the  field  of  policy)  his  accoraplishment  in 
rebuilding  Germany  after  the  war,  while  among  his  personal  qualities,  hie 
superior  intelligence  and  diplomatic  skill  are  the  leading  reasons. 

By  and  large  these  reasons  are  the  sane  as  his  supporters  in 
West  Germany  gave  some  six  weeks  earlier.  There  are  only  minor  exceptions 
to  be  noted  within  the  nejor  divisions  of  "policies"  or  "personal  qualities". 
For  example,  while  roughly  two  fifths  of  all  answers  by  East  and  West 
Germans  concern  Adenauer's  "personal  qualities",  13^  in  the  East  mentioned 
his  "intelligence  and  diplomatic  skill",  while  only  3^  in  West  Germany 
mentioned  this .

Satisfaction  with  the  way  Ctancellor  Adenauer  is  dealing  with  the 
problem  of  German  reunification  is  even  stronger  in  East  Germany  than  it  is 
in  the  Federal  Republic.  In  East  Germany,  for  instance,  two  people  out 
of  every  three  say  they  are  "very  satisfied"  or  "satisfied"  while  in 
West  Germany  it  is  about  two  out  of  five  only  who  say  they  are  that  satisfied. 

The  basis  for  this  difference  is,  as  previously  pointed  out,
